Bailey Trull honored by Rotary Club 


Bailey Trull has a name with which 
one can conjure in the Town of 
Tewksbury. He lives at the end of 
Trull Road, and owns the Trull Golf 
Course overlooking the Merrimack 
River. Two hundred years ago the 
unnamed rider who appears on the 
town seal of Tewksbury appeared at 
the home of Capt. Truil in the early 
hours of Concord Day to announce 
that the British were marching. 

That was the opening for 
‘Tewksbury in the Revolutionary War. 

_ _ Bailey has served his town in many 
ways. He is a dedicated man. He 
served, for instance, for more than a 
few years on the school committee, 
and has always been interested in the 
education of the young people of the 
community. 

On April 3, Bailey was the honored 
guest of the Tewksbury Rotary Club. 
Bailey was made a Paul Harris 
Fellow. 

To be made a Paul Harris Fellow is 
to receive the highest award that any 
Rotary Club can give. It signifies that 
the man who wears that pin has made 
contributions toward the furthering of 


scholarships. 

Years ago the Tewksbury Rotary 
and the Lowell Rotary staried a Pops 
Concert program together. It was 
held annually in the spring of the 
year, and was the social event of the 
Season. 

A Pops Concert, of course, was a 
musical concert by the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra, with Arthur 
Fiedler conducting. It'was held in the 
Lowell Auditorium. 

The money that the Tewksbury 
Rotary Club made from those concerts 
went directly to college scholarships 
for Tewksbury High School students. 

Tewksbury Rotary started its 
scholarship program in 1965, In that 
year Blair Payne was presented a 
$500 scholarship to attend Suffolk 
University. Two more scholarships 
followed in 1966 and two in 1967.

‘A betterment policy is the means 
employed by a town or city in which 
part or all of the construction costs of 
a street, water main or sewer main is 
recovered. The construction costs are 
apportioned to the abutting land 
owners, on a charge based by the per- 
foot cost, or for other reasons, such as 
the square area foot of the private 
property being served. 

The trunk line sewer main being 
constructed through the town (as for 
instance parallel to the railroad 
tracks) is being paid, in principle by 
the federal government. The sewer 
mains on the side streets, however, 
are not included, although a part of 
the same program. The costs of the 
side street construction can be 
recovered by the town through bet- 
terments.

Tewksbury taxpayers: ask your- 
selves this question: In a time of 
severe budget woes, is it worth $383.50 
of your money to send a junior high 
school teacher on a five-day field 


this question for you last Wednesday 
by voting to give a paid leave of ab- 
sence, plus $246 tuition, to a science 
teacher who said that the experience

The $383.50 represents the tuition 
money plus $137.50 to hire a substitute 
teacher for the five-day period (May 
19-23). Not included is a week's pay to 
a teacher who will not be teaching at 
that time. , 

There were several arguments put 
forth by school committee members 
as to why the paid leave shouldn't be 
granted; but when it came down to a 
vote, only Albert Kinnon stood op- 


The arguments against were good 
ones: Chairman David Hart said the 
extra course credits she would 
receive by paying her own tuition 
would be reflected in a pay raise for 
next year in proportion to credits 
earned, so why break from tradition 
and pay her a week’s salary now for 
taking the course? School Supt. John 
Wynn said the teachers’ contract may 
actually forbid the school department 
from granting the paid leave, and in 
effect any decision to do otherwise

Both coaches have many veterans 
laced throughout their starting
